Cfoaveyancing, 

The Legis!alive Council have passed a 
Hill, and sent It to iho Assembly for thesinc- 
lion of that body, r-iilitled "An Act to de- 
fine the Liability of Persons practising as 
Conveyancers." As the ftlll is one of con- 
siderable importance, we copy its provisions. 
Many individuals who now practice 'convey. 
aticlng. when they see the position rn which 
they, will bo placed by this Bill, will hftvo to 
doslrt. Tho following is the Act :

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be Burning of the Ocean 8pray. 

(rroui the national Era.) 

The buring of iho steamer Ocean Spray 
near St. Louis, by which some twenty or 
thirty persons perished, was the result of lbs 
mania for racing which prevails, ou our 
Western waters, and constitutes one of ibe 
chief perils of their navigation. Tho Ocean 
Spray had just sinned for peorie. Illinois, 
and was Ibltowed by Ihe HanmUd Vity, 
which was gaming upon her, while, the 
passengers on both wero exhilerated nilh 
tho excitement of iho race. J. II. Delusion, 
ouo of Iho escaped passengers gives a vi-io* 
account of tho atraiv ;— -. 

"Some of iho men went down intuthe 
hold, and brought up a burrel of lurpenline, 
whiuh Imp been consigned to some person 
in Peoria. Tbo men took au axe and sjdit 
a hole in Ihe head of tho burreh and theu, 
under orders of tho mate, dipped the fluid 
out, und threw it over the Coal that was lying 
oy. This was not expeditious enough, and 
the heauf-'of tho barrel was knocked in, and 
a bucket wilh u piece of rope lo it was used 
to di^> Out the turpentine. The barrel at this 
time was standing not more than six feet 
from the furnace doors. A Her dipping with 
tho bucket, and sprinkling the coal, slicks of 
wood woro lalioii up, nod their ends plun/eA 
into the barrel, and then liiid down between 
ihe barrel anil the furnaco. While- lying 
Uiore. ono of tho liremen, in pulling out UU 
ruko, jerked ii live c ml, as is 'su[)pose<l, on 
the wood.'whon it was nninediaiely ignilfdr 
nnd blazed up furiously. Tho malo awo/0 
nt tho men aud ordered them to throw villi? 
mi the firo. The malo grow -furious, aiA 
cursing tho hands, ordered them to cast U*'* 
barrel overboard. In attempting to do-itiX 
tho barrol was upset, nnd "the burning flat* 
in instant spread nil over the deck, and pour- 
ing iu Jiroy tooronls down inlo iho hold. At 
this tho cry of lire was shouted, and iho 
alarm becamo goneral. 

" Ho jumped when tho rest did, ond I«nd« 
ing safely, ho began lo throw into the river 
nil iho pieces of wood or togs-he coiiM gam- 
er on tho shore. While on the shore, he 
saw lha women rushing over ihe lop o. the 
boat, some on the hurricane roof, ond some, 
even wilh their children, upon the decks, nil 
imploring for help, and screnming.from the 
fright of tho moment, llo saw one mother 
bring three children to iho edge of the hur- 
ricone roof, the oldest botng probably about 
leu.years old. Sho first caught her young- 
est iu hor arms, and gave its desperate fling* 
ll struck the shore with greet violence^ and 
mutt have been seriously injured.- Tho 
second child she could hot throw so (arY&nd 
itfellinjhe water, where its little ■hands, 
peddleing above the surface, arrested ike e^t* 
tension ol" some genllomet., who reached m 
and saved it.'

One ol ' our citizens Who spent some, time 
yesterday m ihe scene, has described to us 
briefly o's well as ho waa able, the aspect ii 
presents The wonder ia that so many pes- 
scngera escaped ah've. The two forward 
passenger coaches were forced down into 
the [ cnV$r» agninst the abulmenl of tho bridge 
iiiih so much;Violence that they wero shiv- 
ered to atoms. Tho hind car of the six was 
partly forced iuto the nwrt before Et in the 
form of a irlcscone. No one in the tear 

car was seriously it jit red, and two but slight- 
ly. The water in the creek is about four 
feet deep, and some wero probably drowned 
beiteilh the debria of the train. Our in> 
torinanl examined the timbers of the b.'iilgo. 
but did* not find them so bad as represented 
in tho reports. The impression that the 
cause- of the accident was ihe breaking down 
<if the bridge is now quite general, and the 
firoken axlctreo theory is discarded. The 
number of ki'led nnd fatally wounded will 
in the end, we fear, aggregate as high as 
fifteen or twenty, and the wounded three 
times as many of the killed. The disaster 
is regarded as tbo worst of iho year, and is 
by fur tho most serious which ever look 
place on a Railroad in the State of New 
York. Aa to tha cou^oi, and ihe ultimate 
con.-ooucnccs, wo had better not speak too 
confidentially now, as ihe investigation ink- 
ing place will give the public light upon 
ihese points. 

Tho Coroner's jury, in the case of the 
Saquoil disaster, have agreed in their ver- 
dict. The finding of the jurors is under- 
sukxI lo liavo been unanimous a| once Tho 
verdict is: — '•Wo find that the persons 
uliose bodies have tuieii viewed bv us came 
.to iheir death by the giving way of the 
bridge of ihe New York Central Kniroad. 
crua&jujg iha.-Saquoil Creek, in tho town of 
White's town, Oneida county, on the morning 
of ihe 1 4th May, and they wero nil passen- 
gers coining East. The dial lis were cadged 
by tho insecurity of iho bridge, cuing lo 
sinio^ being decayed and rotten. A (torlion 
/if ihe briti^o was constructed of inferior 
tinier; tiro same being bastard Otin. We 
find ihe deaths were caused by culpable neg 
Jecl on thn part of the New York Central 
Haifroad Company in not causing tho bridge 
to be examined.
